This survey showed that 
during the 1928 marketing season 
the shipments of fruits and veg- 
etables by rail and boat aggre- 
gated 44,616 carloads, as compared 
with 5,862 equivalent carloads re- 
ported by motor truck.

Philadelphia received about 43 per 
cent. of the quantity recorded, and 
New York and Newark together re- 
ceived about 46 per cent. The length 
of haul to Philadelphia from some 
of the important preducing dis- 
tricts of the eastern shore is about 
125 miles, and to New York about 
225 miles. There was also a con- 
siderable movement by motor truck 
to the smaller cities, particularly in 
Pennsylvania, although this move- 
ment represented only about 7 per 
cent. of the total motor truck move- 
ment reported.

—That the public prefers 
to purchase merchandise from 
what appears to be a pile of 
it, is a widely-known truth in 
the modern business world. It 
applies to selling and distrib- 
uting replacement parts for 
automobiles as well as it does 
to selling groceries, dry goods 
and furniture. 

The average automotive parts 
lealer has several merchandising 
principles to contend with and to 
co-ordinate in his efforts to ac- 
complish the maximum volume of 
sales that his community or 
territory allows. Among them is 
quickness in serving the custom- 
ers, adequate display of his mer- 
chandise, ample passageway be- 
tween the entrance and the sales 
counter (no blockade) and con- 
veniently placing his stock so that 
the counter clerks may quickly 
locate it and produce it for the 
customer. 

In the small 
as Greeley. Col.. where the popuia- 
tion is approximately 14.000, the 

dealer faces the additional problem 
of carrying sufficient : to 
make an adequate display suggest- 
ing quantities. This is particulorly 
true when the community is close 
to a large city where parts and ac- 
cessories may be obtained quickly 
by motor bus or truck. K. A 
Packard, president of the Auto 
Parts Stores, Inc., of Greeley, has 
co-ordinated all of these factors. 

When one enters the place he} 
feels somewhat like entering a long 
tunnel, for the room is narrow— 
about twenty feet wide — and ap- 
proximately 125 feet long. Its nar- 
rowness is accentuated by the space | 
required for the wall shelving and |} 
by a row of narrow tables for 
merchandise displays down the cen- 
ter. Subtracting the space required 
for the shelving and the tables, it 
is readily seen that the passageways 
from the door to the sales counter 
are narrow. 

A further attribute to the tunnel 
impression is the placing of the 
sales counter at a point more than 
half way down the length of the 
store. Most of the merchandise on 
the first floor is stocked between | 
the front door and the sales coun- | 
ter with the result that every per- 
son who comes into the place and 
marches to the sales counter ob- 
tains an impressive view of the 
merchandise which is stocked, not 
only in the sections of the wall | 
Shelving but is also stocked on pegs 
placed in the wall near the ceiling 
where such merchandise as can be 
hung is suspended. 

Instead of placing the fastest 
moving merchandise behind the 
sales counter, much of il is in front 
of it, so that it is no farther from 
the clerk's station to the merchan- 
dise behind him than it is to the 
fast moving merchandise in front 
of him. This can be better iudzed 
by reference to the accompanying 
sketch of the floor span. 

Near the front of the store are the 
less frequently called for merchan- 
dise and it is no more of a burden 
for the clerk to walk to the front of 
the store to get slow-moving goods 
than it would be for him to walk to 
the rear of the store for them 

But the arrangement, as explained 

Mr. Packard, permits the cus- 

r to see how complete the stock 

how needless it is for him to 
send out of town for it. In addition 
the arrangement encourages the 
purchase of other goods than these 
for which the customer came in as 

much as the signt of the goods may |} 
remind the visitor of his need of it

LEAD IN EXPORTS 


‘United Kingdom Best 
Market; Argentina 
Is Next 





Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 


Washington, June 21.—Auto- 
mobile tires and other rubber 
| products manufactured in the 


United States go to all corners 
of the globe yet find their best 
market in Europe, where con- 
sumption is more highly concen- 
trated. 

According to figures made public 
today by the rubber division of the 
Department of Commerce, the 
United States last year exported 
rubber goods having a total value 
of $73,410,400. or approximately 31 
per cent. of the total world exports.

| The United Kingdom has_ been 
| consistently the best market for 
| American rubber goods, but in 1928 
decreased in value by 18 per cent., 
fas compared with the previous 
| year, or from $7,889,000 to $6,468,- 
| 400, owing primarily to the imposi- 
ition by Great Britain of an im- 
|port duty on foreign-made tires. 
| Argentina. another leading mar- 
| ket, declined from $5,149,400 in 1927 
lto $4,413,900, or by 14 per cent., 
owing mostly to decreased pur- 
ichases of automobile casings 

Although a downward tendency 
was apparent in most of the larger 
markets the decrease was counter- 
acted by an advance in smaller con- 
suming countries, in some instances 
more than 100 per cent., it was ex- 
plained by the rubber division.
